Newspapers

money 
immediately, if they are to survive 
Seme publishers are handling 
the 
'm atter in a new way, which bids fair 
te be a most satisfactory solution of 
their present difficulties. 
Instead of 
taking on new contracts for a full 
year at a slightly 
Increased 
rate, 
these publishers are refusing to make 
any 
year, and merely announcing rates 
to hold good for a month subject to 
further advances, if circum stances re­ 
quire it. 
As soon as a contract expires, the 
customer becomes a month-to-month 
account, ^rhich can be treated with 
perfect fairness regarding discounts 
to which he may be entitled In ac­ 
cordance with the volume of busi­ 
ness he does. 
This process is a great improve­ 
ment over the old process of permit­ 
ting the renewal of contracts for, a 
full year, and thus taking a full year 
to establish an advance in rates. Re­ 
to rts of serious results from pub­ 
lishers advancing rat^s 35 per cent 
would seem to indicate 
that
